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JAPANESE LEADERS 
“TOLD OF OUR REPLY 


Premier Takes Rivals Into His 
Confidence on Land 
Law. Protest. . 


NEWS PLEASES WASHINGTON 
it Is “Believed to ‘Indicate. the Sin- 
cerity of Japan’s Efforts to 
Allay Hostility. 


TOKIO, May 20.—As the result of the 
Browing attacks by the Opposition the 
Japanese Government to-day took tne 
Elder -Statesmen and other Leaders, 
among them Prince Tare Katsura, the 
former Premier, into its confidence on 
the Californian question and submitted 
to them the text of America’s reply to 
Japan’s protest against the. Californian 
alien land ownership legislation. 

The text of the reply sent by Wash- 
«ington emphasizes the: point that the 
question at issue is an economic and not 
@ political one. It points out that the 
State of California insists that there 
has been no violation of the. American- 
Japanese treaty. After dwelling upon 
he friendship of the United States for 
Japan, 
courts of law are open and expresses 
the hope that the question may be 
solved in a manner satisfactory to 
Japan. :

“WASHINGTON, May 29.—That. the 
Teal importance of the Japanese conten- 
tion against the California aliend land 
law was the intimate connection of the 
matter with domestic politics in Japan, 
which was recently explained in THE 
NEw York Times, was confirmed in ad- 
vices received by the State Department 
to-day. Premier Yamamoto to-day in- 
vited Prince Katsura and Count Okum 
and other leaders of the Opposition 
parties to ‘a conference and submitted 

. to them the Japanese protest made to 
this Government and the reply of Sec- 
retary Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan declined to dis@uss the inci- 
dent, ‘but it is believed'that he regarded 
it as of the greatest importance as indi- 
cating the real character of the attitude 
assumed by Japan during fhe month 
the California alien land law occupied 
the attention of the people of the United 
States. It serves to clear the atmos- 
panere’ of many misunderstandings and 
to relieve the alrm of those who 
thought. the two countries might at 
almost any moment be plunged into war. 
Secretary Bryan would make no coin- 
ment on the fact that the Japanese pro- 
test and his own-reply’ had practically 
been made. public. in Japan further taan 

“t0<say that it was his. understanding 
that the two documents” were still ‘held 
to. be contidential, and ‘had been shown 
to the ‘Opposition jeaders in a pathiotic 
effort to satisfy them of the Rood faith 
ot” ‘the present. Moverament ot Japan a 
the situation. 

'Mr. Bryan said that he had no-iriten- 
tion of making the protest :or reply 
public here because of the action taken 
by Premier Yamamoto. The documents 
are not likely to be given-out for publi- 
cation until all the excitement over the 
California; land law has. subsided in 

~ Japan. 

It is thus clear that the,two Govern- 
ments are working in accord to allay 
all feeling of hostility. 


“WASHINGTON, May 29.—Although 
the American reply to the : Japanese 
protest against California land. legisla- 

, tion was made ten days ago, there has 
as.yet been no rejoinder, formal or in- 
formal, The Japanese Ambassador did 
not appear at the State Department to- 
day—‘“‘ diplomatic Thursday’”’ — because 
he had not received from Tokio the in- 
structions. necessary for the prepara- 
tion .of his note. . 

This delay, however, is not construgd 
as an indication of any purpose on the 
part of the Japanese Government to 
drop the negotiations. As a matter of 
fact, it is. known that extraordinary 
pains havé been taken to prepare a dip- 
lomatic communicatiom to cover every 
point set out in the last note of Secre- 
tary Bryan.

{DUFFY PUT'$4,000 


A MONTH IN BANK 


Accused Police Sergeant, on 


Pay of $1,750 a Year, Saved 
$73,000 in Seven Years. 


District Attorney Whitman is wonder- 

ing whether Police Sergt. Peter J. Duffy, 
alleged graft collector for ex-Inspector 
Dennis Sweeney, will plead poverty 
when he comes up for trial before Jus- 
tice Goff in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court next Wednesday. 
‘ Information. has réached the District 
Attorney that Sergt. Duffy is in. the 
$100,000 class. of property’ owners along 
with a namber of Inspectors and Cap- 
tains, who have thrived well in the 
Police Department. 

Mr. Whitman found that Duffy had 
deposited in the National Bank of 
Yonkers. since March 7, 1906, no less 
than $73,000; that he deposited a total! 
of $3,000 in'-two savings banks. there; 
that he. owns a home there worth $14,- 
000, and an apartment house worth $30, - 
The account in: the National Bank 
interested the. District Attorney mest. 
It stands in the joint-names of Peter 
J. Duffy and Mary A. Duffy, his wife. 

Only $3,083 Left in Three Banks. 

Out of the $78,000 deposited only $83 
remained credited to the joint account 
yesterday. The last check was drawn 
on May 22 last. The savings. accounts, 
however, remain intact. To all appear- 
nces, therefore, Duffy has. in. three 
‘separate banks in Yonkers at this time 
only $3,088 out of a total of $76,000, de- 
posited. within seven years. 

The Duffy home in Yonkers is at 138 
Landscape Avenue. It is the permanent 
home of Mrs. Duffy and the three chil- 
dren,’ a boy and two girls. There is at 
present a mortgage of $7,000 on the 
home, according to the District Aitor- 
ney’s investigators. Duffy himself, it 
was said, maintained a iitiie bachelor 
apartment in the city. The apartment 
house property in Duffy’s name is at 
21 and 23 Radford. Street, Yonkers. Al- 
though valued at $30,000, there is a 
mortgage on it of $24,500, leaving an 
equity of $5,500. 

Duffy enrolled :in the Police Depart- 
ment in 1896 ‘at a salary of $800: With- 
inifive yeara-he was earning the age

It was about six years ago that Duffy 
moved his family’to Yorkers. That was 
also about the time that he first served 
on Inspector Sweeney's staff in Har- 
lem. - When: Sweeney“was transferred. to 
Brooklyn for a time Duffv, went with 
him. ‘When. Sweeney Jater was_ sent 
back to Harlem -Duffy also returned to 
the old quarters. In‘ Harlem’ Duffy was 
known as Sweeney’s “ right-hand man.’ 

The dates of the deposits and with- 
drawals to and'from Duffy’s accouft in 
the Yonkers’ National Bank will, it is 
expected, prove of much ‘value to the 
prosecution. -The account shows, for 
instance, that the Summer of 1909 was 
a good one for Duffy. On June 24 of 
that year, the accounts show, he de- 
posited $3,500. On July 19 he deposited 
$4,205. In August the deposits fell off, 
but in September they jumped. to 
$5,007.50. It is considéred significant 
that large deposits were made period- 


‘lically. For. the last six years, the ac- 


counts show, the average monthly de- 
posits were $1,000 to $1,200, or at the 
trate of about $15,000 a year.

Police Surround Whole Block 
While Search Goes On in 
Office Building. 


Shortly before last midnight the block 
bounded by Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
Streets, between Fiftn Avenue and Uni- 
versity Place, was surrounded by the 
reserves of the West Seventeenth Street 
and. Mercer Street: Police Stations, while 
detectives searched through the buiding 
at 80 West Fourteenth Street, a few 
doors from busy. Union Square, for two 
burglars, who had made their presence 
known by shooting down the janitor of 
the building. They were still in the 
building when the police arrived,.and it 
was supposed then that their escape had 
been cut off.. Inspector Leahy took 
charge of the hunt, and closed the south 
side of Fourteenth Street to pedestrians, 

No. 30 is a five-story loft building 
which connects with No. 82. Tn e is 
one hall.for both. Several of the lofts 
are occupied by gold refiners, who 
work, largely for the dental trade. They 
keep gold in stock and other material 
that makes valuable loot.° On the third 
floor of the building is the plant of 
Szabe. & Beer, gold refiners, and on 
this floor also, in the rear, is a room 
in which Samuel P. Mills, the janitor, 
sleeps at night on a cot. 

Last night he was awakened about 10 
o'clock by some one who knocked on 
his. door,. and-he’ heard a ‘voice inquir- 
ing’ where Mr. Szabo. could be found.

SOLD SECRETS TO RUSSIA 


Others Said to be Involved in the 
Scandal, and Another. Officer’s 
Suicide Is Reported.

VIENNA, May 29.—Extraordinary 
revelations of treachery carried on 
for years by a Colonel of the Austrian 
General Staff, who sold. secrets of 
vital importance to Russia, are made 
in to-day’s Military Gazette. 

Col. Redl, one of the chiefs of the 
military Secret Service. Department, 
was’ summoned to Vienna from 
Prague at the end of last week. Dur- 
ing his absence his flat was searched 
and a number of incriminating docu- 
ments were found. Some of them 
showed that he had given to the 
Russian Government draft plans for 
simultaneous action on the. part of 
the Austrian and German armies 
against Russia in case of war. 

The War Office here, on receiving 
full confirmation of the report, sent 
to Redl two of his fellow-officers. 
During the night: they informed him 
of the charges against him. As he 
was unable to clear himself, they 
warned him that they woulg return at 
daybreak and arrest him. 

On leaving the room one of the 
officers. took: a fully loaded pistol 
from his pocket, with a book of in- 
structions as to how to use the 
weapon. -He opened the book and 
placed it in front of Redl with a 
meaning glance. 

The officers then mounted guard 
outside the room until the noise of a 
shot: told them that Redl,; who was 
only 41 years old, had chosen the only 
way open for officers in such dis- 
grace. They hastened into the room, 
ascertained that Redl was dead, and 
returned to the War Office to make 
their report. é 

The War Office determined to keep 
the matter a profound secret, It was 
announced that Redl had committed 
suicide as a result of insanity caused 
by overwork in his important posl-} 
tion. “Phe hour of his funeral was 
not annottyiced; “and he Wae’ interred 
in’ the simplest” tanner, without the. 
military honors due to his rank. 

The. facts were, however, revealed 
to-day when Members of Parliament 
demanded that the War Minister con- 
tradict’ reports concerning the death. 
of Redl in order to clear his memory. 
The authorities were thereupon com- 
pelled.to reveal the facts of the case. 

In military circles it is declared that 
other military men are involvéd in 
the scandal. Reports are current that

RECLUSE BOTANIST DEAD. 


For Years Letterman Roamed Mis- 
sourl Woods Seeking Specimens.

ST. LOUIS, May 29.—George W. Let- 
terman, aged 72, a recluse and. bota~- 
nist, died in poverty and attended only 
by a negro neighbor in his little cabin 
at Allenton, thirty miles west of St. 
Louis,. last night. Mr. Letterman had 
lived in Allenton for thirty years. ~ For 
twenty years he was a teacher in the 
public school there. He was a bache- 
lor. . 

Throughout his long stay in. Allen- 
ton the botanist lived alone in his 
one-room cabin, spending most of his 
time in the woods in search: of; rare 
plants and trees. Many distinguished 
American and European scientists 
made pilgrimages to his cabin and went 
on excursions with him through his be- 
loved woods along the Meramec. Many 
rare plants which he discovered were 
named aftér him, and. tu botanical 
termnology, many .species are known 
as ‘*Lettérman’s.’”’ This. was all the re- 
ward he asked for the efforts of a 
lifetime. 

Sargent, chief of — for- 
estry at Harvard University, was one 
of those who delighted to visit Mr. 
Letterman, ramble with him through 
the woods ang study his collection of 
specimens. Harvard professorships 
twice were offered to Mr. Letterman, 
but he waived them aside as tenipta- 
tions, preferring the woods to hale of 
learning.

ABBEY’S WORKS IN DEMAND 


One Canvas by theAmerican Painter 
Brings $28,350 and Another $25,- 
200—-Latter Coming -Here.

LONDON, May 29,—There was an 
enormous crowd at Christie’s to-day, 
when the sale of the pictures and 
drawings that belonged to the late 
George McCulloch was resumed. The 
sale of the best things in the collec- 
tion had been reserved for to-day. 

There were present, besides the 
usual gathering-of dealers and ‘pri- 
vate collectors, many distinguished 
artists, politicians, Judges, and di- 
rectors of leading British and Colonial 
galleries. 

Good prices were obtained for some 
pictures by English painters of the 
latter: part of the nineteenth century, 
while in’ other cases the sums real- 
ized were far below those that had 
been paid to the artists. , 

Two paintings by the late Edwin 
A’: :Abbey, the. famous -American 
Academician, brought large sums. 
One was the well-known work 
“ Richard, .Duke of Gloucester, and 
the Lady- Anne.’ This picture, 
which was exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1896, was sold for $28,- 
350. 

Another picture by Abbey sold to- 
day represents a scene from “ King 
Lear.”~ For this work Knoedler paid 


$25,200. 
The well known “Sculpture Gal- 


lery”’ by Alma-Tadema was sold 


$13,650." It was exhibited at the 
Royal Academy in 1875 and has been 
many times reproduced. Wertheimer 
was the purchaser. 

A less well known work of Sir 
Lawrence “Alma-Tadema, ‘“‘ Love’s 
Jeweled Fetter,” went.to Wallis for 
$9,975. 

““Charity,” a 
painting by Brangwyn, was_ sold 
to Colnaghi for $4,620.

while fécling her way cautiously in a

- Within a- few, ‘minutes. the ship was 
in communication with Queenstown.

First aid in«the, form ,of great tugs, 
which ply. between the port and passing 
liners with passengers and mails, was 
going to the rescue like fire- engines 


responding to an alarm. 

Before dusk all the passengers and 
their light luggage ‘had en safely 
brought ashore at this harbor. The 
company has atranged to forward them 
to their destination by another steamer, 

The Admiralty station received the 
first message of distress, which it 
transmitted- immediately to the Amer- 
ican Line office. At the same time it 
dispatched the big Government. tugs 
Hellespont and the 
liner’s assistance. 

The. company’s Qusenatown. agents 
soon afterward sent three of the Clyde 
Shipping Company’s tugs, which, -with 
the tender and tugs carrying the Irish 
passengers who expected to board the 
Haverford, urder command of Capt. 
Smith, Marine Superintendent of. the 
Port, soon arrived at the scene of the 
accident.. ‘Thus’ the stranded vessel 
was in a short time surrounded by a 
small fleet. 

The Irish contingent, consisting of 
five ‘cabin and _ seventy-five steerage 
passengers, left Queenstown at noon to 
meet. the’ Haverford. News of the ac- 
cident. was delivered to the tyse con- 
veying them at Roche’s Point, d they 
were the first to reach the Haverford 
and give assistance. 

There. .was considerable anxiety on 
board. the American liner, as she was 
shrouded in the densest fog, but there 
was nothing resembling a panic. The 
officers wasted no time, and had 400 of 
the passengers aboard tugs before the 
Hellespont and Stormcock hove in sight. 
These two vessels soon took off the re- 
mainder. The transfer. was made in 
perfect order. 

Quarters were found here for the ship- 
wrecked persons, the cabin passengers 
being housed at the large Hotel and the 
steerage passengers in. the smaller 
hostelries.. The Captain and crew re- 
mained on the ship as a matter of 
course,

ment. It has been decided to make the 
extension of the avenue a borough af- 
fair and assess part of the entire cost 
on the property ,owners, part on the 
borough at large.”’

‘Slight Further rcgeaal 
“Break and Recover on News: 
of Union Pacific Plan. 


Other matters were overshadowed in 
stock market interest yesterday by the 
announcement of the plans which have 
been formulated by the Union Pacific 
management for complying with the de- 
cree of the Supreme Court. Upon the 
announcement* of the proposals. which’ 
are shortly to be submitted to the 
United States Circuit Court for its con- 
sideration the quotation for both Union 
and Southern Pacific broke sharply and 
then. recovered substantially, though “in: 
thé case of Sothern Pacific the day 
ended with a net loss of a full point. 
The rest of the market, except for a 
few special issues, including some of 
the low priced railroad stocks, which 
were weak, moved narrowly. The net 
change for the day in the general level 
quotations was a decline, but it 
amounted to less than a quarter of a 
point. Comment was heard yesterday 
regarding Union Pacific proposals that 
they seemed to carry no special advan- 
tage to the stockholders of either com- 
pany. Some at least of those who ha 
given so much effort to formulating these 
plans are not disposed to contest this 
point of view. They explained it rather 
on the ground that as a matter of fact 
there was little in the way of positive, 
certainly little in the way of immediate 
advantage, ‘to be gained from complying 
with the decree of the Supreme Court 
under the restrictions which the Gov- 
ernment and the courts on one hand 
and market conditions on the other hand 
are imposing upon the separation of 
the. Southern Pacific from the Union 
Pacific. The financial community has 
had reasons enough to lead it to abandon 
any hope that the Union Pacific dissolu- 
tion plan would so shape itself as to 
bring a repetition of the market advan- 
tage which seemed to flow from the: 
breaking up of the Standard Oi! Com- 
pany. Yet in yesterday’s discussion of 
the terms of the plan which the Union 
Pacific management has mapped out 
there seemed to lurk some disappoint- 
ment that the plan did not obviously 
Suggest market advantage to the share- 
holders. The Union Pacific Directors 
have in effect been working’ with their 
hands tied and Wall Street had no real 
reason to be surprised that the plan 
proposed is no more ‘‘ generous”’ than 
it is. On the other hand it may be 
that the Street did not attach so much 
importance as it-should to the fact that 
an essential feature of the proposals 
which the Union Pacific will. make ‘to 
the court is that a considerable period 
of time, six months or possibly more, 
will be allowed for carrying the plan into 
effect. That may leave the way open 
to a much more advantageous liquida- 
tion of the stock than would-be at all 
possible under the market conditions

JERSEY’S ALIEN PROBLEM. 


State Department Hears of Discrim- 
ination Against Italians.

TRENTON, N. J., May 29:—Through 
its counsel, John Bassett Moore, the 
State Department at Washington re- 
cently called Gov. Fielder’s attention 
to. what was termed discrimination 
against Italians in Newark. Mr. Moore 
stated that the Italian Ambassador had 
complained about an advertisement ap-

sale of lots, in which it was set forth 
that no sales would be made to negroes 
or Italians. The Italian Ambassador 
reported that there was already much 
fll-feeling because of thé discrimination, 
and the State Department. asked the 
Governor to have the matter corrected 
lest the feeling should give-rise to pub- 
lic gatherings and possibly to disorder. 

Gov. Fiélder wrote to Mayor. Hauss+ 
ling of Newark, calling his. attention to 
the situation. he Mayor, replying, 
said he was unable to find any such ad- 
vertisement.
